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Washington, Feb. 20.— Hon. J. W. 
Foster, who hae had charge of the state 
<!fi);irttnciit for the recent negotiatSons 
with Canada ou the reciprocity and fish- 
eries questions, couiniuiiicated to a rep- 
resentattT* of the United Preea last 
night same interestfaig facts snpple- 
mentary to the message the governor 
general of Canada laid before the Do- 
minion parliament yeHtenlay. 

He said the paraphrase on Lord Stan- 
ley's mes-sage stating that arrangements 
had been reached for an intematicniAl 
eommisslon te frame regolations to in^ 
Teat 4«stmctlve methods of fishing 
might natorally be suppospd to refer to 
the Behring am oontrorersy, hot in fact 
it had nothing to do with the sealing 
question. It related only to fishing and 
the proper methods of takinc fish on the 
great lakes, and in intemanonal waters 
on the Atlantic ocean. BMh of tbe 
stated bordering on the lakes, New 
York, PennsvWania, Michigan and Oliio 
had its state laws to regulate fisheries, 
bnt no two laws were alike an^ none 
could he enforced in Oanadiaa waters. 

It had been agreed to a^toint a com- 
mission to consist of one ezmrt from 
each Qonnty to devise regoations to 
control the nse of seines, eta, in the 
great lakes, and also the nse of purse 
seines in the Atlantic. There had been 
complaints of the pollution of the 
streams mnninff from Maine into Can- 
ada by sawmills and manufactories. 
The oommissioo would be authorized 
to look into thh question, and also, in- 
ddentally into tbe matter of interna- 
tional fish hatcheries. On all these 
matters the commission wonld he 
authorized to investigate and rraort. 

There was another Question, Mr. Foe> 
ter said, of considerable interest to New 
England whioh had been agreed upon 
and which was not mentioned in Lord 
Stanley's mess a ge. It will be remem- 
bered that there nad been serious trouble 
last summer in the vicinity of Bastport, 
Me., in consequence of seizure by Cana- 
dian cmisers of American fishing vessels 
alleged to be fishing within Qmadian 
limits. It had been agreed to appoint 
another commission dutinct from the 
one urevionRly referred to. to define and 
mark the buandaries of United States 
and Canadian jurisdictluii at this point. 

The Alaska boamlnry in que;ition, 
upon which agreement had been ar- 
rived at, was (explained by Mr. Foster to 
1)« in tbe nature of a joint survey from 
ilouiit Elian along the Pacific coast to 
Britit^li ("olnmbia. An appropriation 
had been nuule by the United States for 
this purpose, but it needed the juint 
action of Canada and the United States 
to Hiiike it binding. This oooourrenca 
liud now l)een secured. 

When the question of re<'ii)ro(itv with 
Canada was touched upon, Mi . t'oster 
BU(idenly became reticent. He «ud the 
correspondence on tliiw subject had been 
called for by the senate and would prob- 
ably be sent into congresa early next 
week. As to this, however, he had no 
right to speak. It wua inferred, bow- 
ever, from Mr. Foster's manner, that nn 
this snbject there would be exceedingly 
Uida piogTSss xvportad.

A special from Lexington, dated Feb. 
24th, to the Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette says: "A sensation occurred on East 
Short street this afternoon about -ii-TO 
o'clock, when Judge J. Soule Smith, of 
the BeoMdet's Court, accosted Charles 
C. Moore, editor of the Bluerrrass l?lade. 
Moore was walking down the street and 
Smith was standing on the opposite side 
of the thoroughfare. He ran acrop.s the 
street with his heavy cane grasped in his 
right hand, and rapidly approaching 
Moore called to him to stop. Moore did so. 
Smith came very close to him, and shak- 
ing his finger in his face warne<I him not 
to publish anything in the next issue of 
the Blade reflecting on his (Smith's) 
family, or anything that could be con- 
strued as a reflection. He talked to 
Moore for nearly five minutes, and among 
other things he said : ' I warn you again 
not to print anything ttuit will reflect on 
my tamily, for if yon do I will make yon 
fight. Yon have exoosed yourself in the 
past by cowardioe, and your friends have 
made excuses fwyou by saying you were 
insane. But no such excuse will prevent 
me from making you take the conse- 
quences if you reflect on my tamily.' 

"Moore walked up the street and 
showed tiie Commercial Gazette corre- 
spondent an advaaee oopy of his paper. 
It contained a seven-column article on 
Judge Smith, the principal portion of 
which was given to a refutation of the 
chaiges made by Judge Smith in his let- 
ter to the Louisville l^mes, in which he 
scored Moore unmercifully. Moore said 
tiiat he believed Smith would lull him 
if the artlde diould appear in tiie paper, 
and as the edition, comprising three thou- 
sand coi^ea, had already been printed, 
Moore isonduded that he would suppress 
the paper for this week. lie according- 
ly wrote a note to his printer when on 
the point of boarding a^ Oiaefauiati 
Southern train for Georgetown, telling 
him not to send out any papers. 

" It is learned that Judge Smith ob- 
tained a copy of the paper at the printer's, 
and that he is furious over the article 
mentioned. He threatens to bring an 
action against the printer, and to wreak 
vengeanse on Moore. 

"The Blue Grass Blade is a prohibition 
weekly newspaper that has been running 
as such for more that a year. It has 
gained great notoriety and a wide circu- 
lation, owing to the original methods of 
its editor, and to hii habit of 'roasting ' 
some prominent person or persons every 
week. 

" Moore is an ex-minister of the Chris- 
tian Church, is a grandson of the famous 
pioneer preacher, Barton W. Stone ; is a 
distant relative of Queen Victoria, of 
England, and is perhaps the best known 
and most generally abused newspaper 
man in the State. His friends have been 
expecting him to be lullod, and should 
Judge Smith shoot him down on sight no 
one would be gurpri.'icd. Moore says he 
is a non-combatant, and that, rather than 
light Smith, he will sacrifice his paper 
this week. 

" Smith is an ex-Confederate, and is a 
well known newspsper writer, over the 
non de plum, ' Falcon' ." 

It's only a question of time when 
some of tho men whom Moore " lOMls " 
in his paper, will do some "roasting" 
themselves, and in an entirely different 
wayi

The landfnnnera% belonged 
to hia father. 

Captain Rigg's father died about 1880, 
leaving a wife and live diildrpii. Sotiio 
time afterwards Captain Riggs conveyed 
his fifth Interest in the eatate to J^n 
Riprijs, one nf his hrotliers. Tii tlio divis- 
ion of tlie i)roperty which was made after 
thig, the forty-seven acrea was assigned 
to the widow a.s her dower, the land 
south of Race street, embracing the old 
trotting park, being apportioned amt>ng 
the children, John Riggs taking his own 
share and that of his brother William. 
The widow, of course, had only a life 
estate in the forty-aeven acres, the land 
going after her death to the children in 
fee. 

0 Among the children waa one daughter, 
.Miss Ruth. She died befora ahe arrived 
at the age of twenty years and the four 
surviving children inherited her portion 
of the eatat^. After, her death Captain 
Wm. Riggs conveyed to one of bis broth- 
era the intereat he had inberlted from 
his sister in her lot south of Race street, 
the deed givin|^ a particular description 
of the lot. 

Tn later years, the forty-seven acres of 
land was sold, the widow and all the 
children «Boept Captain Rigga joining in 
the conveyance. It seems that the fact 
was overlooked that Captain Rigga had 
inherited one-fourth of his aiater Buth'a 
intereat in the dower— the fortyHMven 
acres. The sister waa entitled to one- 
fifth of the dower, and it is this on^ 
fourth of one-flfth of the forty-aeven 
acrea that Captain Riggs will soon b^ilif 
suit to recover. His mother died only a 
year or so ago. 

The land embraces all cf the original 
town of Chester l)eyon<l tht^ Tloiliday 
strip to the old Taylor line just above the 
atreet car stables, and between Race 
street and the river. There are about 
seventy property owners interested. 
Tliey, of course, hold deeds of general 
warranty, and can fall back on the parties 
from whom they bought the property.

Tho workmen pushing tlii ough a line 
of iMjIice which bailed their passiige 
had nearly reaclied r.hw (Mstlo gates 
when a stron;? detachment of ix'lice 
threw themselves across the «lioi t por- 
tion of the tiioroughfare intervening be- 
tween the rioters and the ca.stle, and 
made a determined charge upon the Lead 
of the woi kmeirb colnuin. 

The latter for a moment or so, 
nerved by the roaring cheers of 
thou-iandM, hi-avely and stubbornly with- 
Ktood tije attack of the police, and 
preij.scil (iiiv.aid by tlicise in tlie rear, 
actually managed to gain headway and 
to beat back tl»e powerful police de- 
tachiiietit. 

The latter, however, rallied, and hit- 
ting furiously right and left, wounded 
Bcorcs u]ioii scores of workmiMi. who 
fell l)lee<iiiig lienoath the feet of the offi- 
cers <jf the law.
